It happens that Bia Adams called tea first about what Livingston© called me about, 
the story on the Oswald exhumation. The second development was a story out of Dallas, 
that the Coaardgsion had planned to do away with Oswald’s body. I told Jim that I 
believe this is an interpretation of part of an executive session transcript, possibly 
on© of the two I gas® you when 1 got them last in a lawsuit, that of t/2l/64» (it 
ray have boon in the part of that transcript I got earlier.) Other interpretations 
are possible, if 1 recall correctly.

He says all of this is in a book I don’t have, titled something like "The 
flan. That H«vor Was.” Bis recollection of the false man® is something like William 
Sobo. 

When ha asked as what hs should do or I could do I told him that Adams had 
called mo and I could call Adams the next day so ha could fcavo his Dallas people 
check it if he wanted to and that I could call Golz. On tha first call ha thought this 
a good idea. On his next ha thought it test to lot "them” be trapped, I told his I did 
not agree. On his t ira he told me to call Jim and Bari. Bvm for a paranoid hs was 
very excited, u® fears for his life and claims attempts have been made* % "them." 

When I phoned ^ia I learned that Idvingstons had alsoady called before Jim got 
to tha office and had left a number for a call— back. I know nothing since because 
after that 1 did not call Bari. 

My own view is that the real Oswald was killed by Ruby and. that Eddowes has 
irapro 1 vised too much. The KGB angle is irrational, baseless. Tha parts about tha 
S3& different descriptions of Oswald cones frori4o»j research dons for a© in 1967 
that got around in Garrison’ s day and probably way. I did not draw from it the con- 
clusion that a different rasa case back from the USSR. And I hope there is an exhuma- 
tion to quiet son© of the hut stuff. ...Also, I hear that the F3E developed a belated 
interest in tha Bronson film, which appears to show multiple shapes in motion in the 
soec&llsd Oswald window at the time of ths assassination. I discovered this in Dallas 
files and Golz got to see and print f cases of ths film.
